1.  — We  beg  to  present  to  the  County  and  City  Councils 
our  Annual  Report  on  the  management  of  the  Asylum  for 
the  year  ending  31st  March  1912. 

2.  — During  the  year  we  have  lost  by  death  the  valued 
services  of  Alderman  Millington  and  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Wilson, 
whose  places  on  the  Committee  have  been  filled  up  by  the 
respective  appointments  of  Mr.  Usher  and  Mr.  Lawson  Walker. 
Mr.  J.  W.  Willis  Bund  has  also  been  appointed  on  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Albright,  who  resigned  soon  after 
his  appointment. 

There  have  been  several  changes  among  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officers,  caused  by  the  resignations  of  the  Second 
and  Third  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  Those  posts  are  now 
filled  by  the  respective  appointments  of  Dr.  H.  R.  S.  Walford 
and  Dr.  K.  Simpson. 

Dr.  Braine-Hartnell  and  the  other  Officers  of  the  Asylum 
continue  to  discharge  their  duties  to  our  satisfaction. 
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3. — The  following  is  a  table  of  attendances  of  the  several

The  Engineering  and  Agricultural  Sub-Committees  have 
also  met  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  required. 

4. — We  have  entered  into  Contracts  with  the  Montgomery 
and  Birmingham  Authorities  for  boarding  out  some  of  their 
Patients  at  our  Asylum  at  13/5  and  14/-  respectively  per  head 
per  week,  the  Contract  with  Montgomery  for  not  exceeding 
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50  Male  and  50  Female  Patients,  and  the  latter  for  not  exceed¬ 
ing  40  Males  and  40  Females.  Under  these  Contracts  we  have 
received,  up  to  March  31st,  1912,  at  Powick  from  Montgomery 
35  Males  and  42  Females,  and  from  Birmingham,  12  Males 
and  21  Females. 

5.  — Deputations  from  the  Boards  of  Guardians  in  the 
County  and  City  have  visited  the  Asylum  during  the  year, 
and  their  Reports  continue  to  testify  their  appreciation  of 
the  manner  in  which  their  Patients  are  treated  in  the  Asylum. 

6.  — The  rate  of  maintenance  of  Patients  chargeable  to 
Unions  was,  as  from  the  1st  April,  1911,  to  the  1st  January, 
1912,  9/4  per  head  per  week,  as  from  the  latter  date  we  have 
reduced  the  rate  to  8/9. 


7. — We  have  granted  the  following  pensions,  viz.,  to 
Edward  Long,  Night  Attendant,  £54  5s.  5d.  per  annum,  to 
Mrs.  Alma  Sarah  Dovey,  Senior  Night  Nurse,  £30  17s.  Od.  per 
annum,  and  to  James  Flandy,  Cowman,  £35  10s.  8d.  per  annum. 
Such  pensions  have  received  the  approval  of  the  County  and 
City  Councils  respectively  as  required  by  the  Lunacy  Act. 


8.— We  are  pleased  to  say  that  the  County  and  City

CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


Worcester  County  and  City  Asylum,  Powick. 

March  31st,  1912. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  am  pleased  to  record  in  this  my  9th  Annual  Report 
that  our  Religious  Services  have  been  duly  performed,  a 
detailed  account  of  which  has  been  submitted  every  month 
for  your  inspection. 

The  attendances  at  all  the  services  have  been  good, 
nearly  every  seat  in  the  Chapel  being  occupied  on  Sundays. 
I  have  every  reason  to  believe  our  public  worship  brings  much 
comfort  and  help  to  our  people,  and  in  some  cases  may  re¬ 
establish  the  habit  of  regular  Church  going  after  their  dis¬ 
charge. 

As  my  Report  may  be  more  for  the  information  of  others, 
indirectly  interested  in  our  Asylum,  perhaps  it  would  be  as 
well  to  reiterate  what  our  services  are. 

On  five  days  in  the  week,  prayers,  &c.,  are  read  in  the 
Recreation  Room,  at  8  a.m. 

On  Wednesdays  a  service  is  held  in  the  Chapel  at  10.30 
a.m.,  and  during  special  seasons  sermons  are  preached.  The 
special  preachers  have  been  the  Rev.  B.  Roden  (Worcester), 
H.  Jones  (Guarlford),  C.  Hughes  (Powick),  T.  Edwards  (Mal¬ 
vern),  and  A.  Manley  (Leigh). 


On  Sundays,  full  services,  with  one  sermon,  are  held  in 
Chapel  at  10  a.m.  and  3  p.m.  We  have  a  large  choir,  chiefly 
consisting  of  members  of  the  staff,  who  render  valuable  help. 

At  11  a.m.  I  have  ministered  to  the  sick  and  infirm  in  the 
Centre  and  Annexe  Infirmaries  alternately. 

Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  twice  each  month.  The 
claim  of  this  service  meets  with  a  most  encouraging  response  ; 
while  nearly  every  nurse  is  a  communicant,  the  number 
amongst  the  Male  Attendants  has  been  steadily  increasing. 
In  the  attendances  of  the  Patients  every  care  is  taken  to 
admit  only  those  likely  to  understand  the  nature  and  benefit 
of  the  Sacrament. 

Ten  members  of  the  staff,  after  due  preparation,  are 
hoping  to  present  themselves  for  Confirmation,  to  be  held  on 
April  17th,  at  Powich  Parish  Church. 

Sunday,  October  22nd,  was  dedicated  as  a  day  of  Harvest 
Thanksgiving.  The  Chapel  was  appropriately  and  tastefully 
decorated.  The  Rev.  Maynard  Smith,  of  Malvern,  very 
kindly  preached  the  sermon. 

I  have  attended  daily  for  visitation,  and  have  done  my 
best  to  help  my  people.  On  the  discharge  of  58  of  them,  I 
wrote  letters  of  commendation  to  each  one  of  their  parochial 
ministers,  who  invariably  stretch  out  a  hand  and  enable  them 
in  some  form  or  other  to  renew  the  battle  of  life. 

During  the  12  months,  34  burials  have  taken  place  in  our 
Cemetery.  This  brings  the  total  number  to  453  since  the 
opening  of  the  Cemetery,  nearly  eleven  years  ago. 

The  Library  has  been  utilised  to  the  extent  of  1,098  books. 
This  number  does  not  correctly  estimate  the  actual  amount 
of  reading  done,  as  many  of  these  books  are  passed  from  one 
to  another  without  being  registered  ;  nor  is  the  reading 
spasmodic,  as  scarcely  a  day  passes  but  that  at  least  one  or 
two  books  are  issued. 
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During  the  summer,  our  Staff  and  Patients  have  enjoyed 
many  a  pleasant  Saturday  afternoon  on  the  Cricket  field, 
watching  the  16  matches  that  were  played  against  local  teams. 

We  are  grateful  to  G.  E.  Wilson,  Esq.,  for  his  kind  promise 
of  a  cricket  bat  to  the  bowler  with  the  best  average.  Last 
year  he  gave  a  bat  to  the  best  batsman. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  help  which  the 
Superintendent  and  the  rest  of  the  Staff  have  given  me  in  the 
discharge  of  my  duties.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  for  the 
past  year. 

I  am  able  to  state  that  a  Service  has  been  held  on  all  the 
Sundays  of  the  year,  usually  at  11.45,  and  once  in  the  month 
Mass  has  been  celebrated  at  8  o’clock.  I  am  satisfied  that 
the  attendance  of  the  Patients  has  been  as  good  as  could 
reasonably  be  expected.  Their  behaviour  during  the  Services 
has  been  perfectly  satisfactory. 

Three  or  four  times  a  year,  on  or  about  the  great  Festivals 
of  the  Church,  I  have  administered  the  Sacraments,  and 
admitted  to  Holy  Communion  as  many  as  I  considered  capable 
of  receiving  It. 

In  addition  to  the  Sundays,  I  have  also  visited  the 
Asylum  one  day  in  the  week,  and  in  cases  of  serious  sickness 
oftener  ;  and  I  have  done  what  I  could  to  help  the  Catholic 
Patients  by  advice,  instruction  and  literature.  When  sum¬ 
moned  I  have  attended  the  sick,  prepared  them  for  death,  and 
administered  to  them  the  last  rites  of  the  Church. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  the 
Medical  Staff,  and  all  the  other  officials  of  the  Asylum,  for  their 
courtesy  and  kindly  assistance  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  IN  EUNACY. 


Worcester  County  and  City  Asylum, 

POWICK, 

20th  November,  1911. 

Since  our  colleagues  visited  this  Asylum  in  July  of  last 
year,  346  Patients  have  been  admitted,  189  have  been  dis¬ 
charged,  and  88  have  died.  There  are  at  the  present  time 
on  the  books  467  Males  and  560  Females,  making  a  total  of 
1,027.  Of  these,  25  are  of  the  private  class,  for  whom  payments 
are  made  at  rates  varying  from  10/-  to  15/-,  the  latter  being 
charged  in  all  but  a  very  few  exceptional  cases.  The  out- 
County  paupers  include  53  from  King’s  Norton  and  Solihull 
Unions,  which  now  form  part  of  the  extended  City  of  Birm¬ 
ingham  ;  these  will  be  removed  in  the  course  of  this  week. 
The  other  out-County  cases  are  23  from  Herefordshire,  and  77 
from  Montgomeryshire.  The  charge  for  all  is  14/-  a  week, 
and  for  Patients  chargeable  to  home  Unions,  9/4. 

There  are  vacancies  to-day  for  71  men  and  75  women, 
and  the  numbers  will  be  increased  to  99  and  100  respectively 
by  the  removal  of  the  King’s  Norton  and  Solihull  Patients. 

Thirteen  Patients  are  absent  on  trial ;  and  we  are  glad 
to  observe  that  arrangements  are  made  for  the  granting  of 
money  allowances  in  such  cases.  We  saw  all  those  in  residence 
and  were  satisfied  with  their  condition  as  regards  their  dress 
and  personal  tidiness.  We  gave  to  each  the  opportunity  of 
speaking  to  us,  of  which  many  availed  themselves  ;  but  no 
complaints  were  made  to  us  of  the  treatment,  and  general 
contentment  prevailed. 

The  Wards  and  Dormitories  were  clean  and  in  good  order. 
The  walls  are,  however,  almost  everywhere  unplastered  ; 
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and  we  think  this  is  a  defect  which  on  sanitary  grounds  the 
Committee  should  take  an  early  opportunity  of  remedying. 
No.  5  Ward  on  the  female  side  is  in  need  of  brightening,  being 
at  present  very  dull  and  depressing,  and  the  airing  court 
attached  to  it  needs  laying  out  and  planting.  There  is  a 
plentiful  supply  in  the  wards  of  birds,  plants,  flowers  and 
other  objects  to  interest  the  Patients  ;  but  we  should  like  to 
see  in  each  an  open  bookcase  always  accessible  to  the  inmates. 
Much  of  the  linoleum  and  many  bedside  carpets  are  worn, 
and  need  renewal.  In  the  medicine  cupboards  we  would 
suggest  a  separate  door  with  a  lock  to  the  compartment  for 
poisonous  drugs.  A  calender  is  much  needed  in  the  laundry, 
and  it  would  be  advisable  to  surround  the  ironing  stove  with 
a  railing. 

The  beds  and  bedding  were  throughout  in  excellent  order. 

Since  the  last  visit  the  Recreation  Hall  has  been  refloored 
with  pitch  pine  and  redecorated. 

No  use  of  mechanical  restraint  has  been  recorded  during 
the  period  ;  27  Patients  have  been  secluded,  on  46  occasions, 
for  69  hours  in  all. 

From  the  statistics  for  1910,  we  learn  that  the  Sunday 
services  were  usually  attended  by  the  good  proportion  of  51 
per  cent,  and  the  weekly  entertainments  by  50  per  cent,  of 
the  Patients.  As  many  as  48  per  cent,  were  usually  taken 
for  weekly  walks  beyond  the  Asylum  estate  ;  but  41  per  cent, 
of  those  able  to  walk  were  usually  confined  to  the  wards  and 
airing  courts. 

The  causes  of  the  deaths  since  the  last  visit  have  all  been 
natural,  and  no  inquest  has  been  held.  In  7-8  per  cent,  the 
deaths  were  due  to  general  paralysis,  in  15  per  cent,  to  senile 
decay,  and  in  as  many  as  25  per  cent,  to  phthisis.  This  last 
excessive  item  points  to  the  importance  of  discontinuing  the 
treatment  of  phthisical  cases  in  the  open  wards  as  at  present, 
and  of  providing  verandahs  to  enable  them  to  be  treated  both 
by  night  and  day  in  the  open  air. 
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In  85  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  post  mortem  examinations 
were  made  ;  and  bedsores  were  present  in  only  2*2  per  cent, 
of  those  who  died.  There  were  none  among  the  20  Patients, 
or  2  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  whom  we  saw  in  bed  in  the  wards  ; 
and  we  are  glad  to  record  this  as  indicative  of  the  careful 
nursing  of  the  sick. 

Since  the  last  visit  there  have  been  2  cases  of  Erysipelas, 
7  of  Dysentery,  and  2  of  Enteric  Fever,  one  of  them  in  a  nurse, 
the  origin  of  both  being  unascertained. 

Ten  serious  casualties  have  resulted  in  fractures  of  bones 
and  other  injuries,  one  of  them  being  from  an  unknown  cause, 
and  another  occurring  during  a  struggle  with  nurses,  whom 
enquiry  exonerated  from  blame.  The  others  were  all  due  to 
accidental  falls. 

There  is  an  adequate  staff  of  Attendants  and  Nurses,  and 
their  record  of  service  is  satisfactory. 

The  case  books  are  properly  kept.

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Asylum  Officers ’  Superannuation  Act  1909. 

The  County  and  City  Councils  as  the  Local  Authority 
had  not  at  the  date  of  the  completion  of  my  Audit  consented 
to  the  division  of  Officers  and  Servants  into  classes  as  submitted 
by  your  Committee. 

An  Officer  named  Knott  was  superannuated  during  the 
year  under  the  provisions  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890.  I  observed 
that  his  pension  was  charged  to  the  Maintenance  Account. 
I  instructed  the  Clerk  to  the  Asylum  to  transfer  the  amount 
to  the  Building  and  Repairs  Account,  out  of  which  account 
his  pension  would  appear  to  be  payable. 

A  charge  of  14/8  was  incurred  for  the  removal  of  a  Patient 
to  Barnsley  Hall  Asylum  at  the  request  of  friends.  I  suggest 
if  friends  wish  for  the  removal  of  a  Patient  for  their  own 
convenience  they  should  be  asked  to  defray  the  expenses. 

Your  books  were  well  and  carefully  kept  and  prepared 
for  Audit.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Report  for  the  year 
ending  March  31st,  1912.

These  figures  show  a  decrease  of  24  :  being  12  males  and 
12  females. 

The  average  daily  number  resident  was  479  males,  577 
females,  total  1,056. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  was  576  males,  683 
females,  total  1,259. 
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Admissions. — One  hundred  and  thirty  males  and  137 
females,  total  267,  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

Of  these  admissions,  77  males  and  86  females,  total  163, 
were  direct  admissions. 

Fifty-three  males  and  51  females,  total  104,  were  trans¬ 
ferred  from  other  Asylums. 

A  previous  attack  was  noted  in  20-9  per  cent,  of  the  direct 
admissions.

I  must  again  draw  attention  to  the  small  history  of 
Heredity  obtainable.  In  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners 
issued  in  1911,  Heredity  is  assigned  as  a  cause  in  25  per  cent, 
of  the  admissions,  but  it  is  getting  more  difficult  to  get  any 
reliable  history  about  a  patient,  either  through  ignorance  or 
the  carelessness  of  those  who  supply  the  information. 


Of  those  admitted  during  the  year,  30  have  been  dis¬ 
charged  “  recovered.'1  Eighteen  have  died. 

A  contract  has  been  made  between  the  Birmingham 
Asylums  Committee  and  your  Committee  to  receive  40  male 
and  40  female  patients  from  the  former  at  a  charge  of  14/- 
per  head  per  week.  The  contract  awaits  the  approval  of  the 
Home  Secretary  and  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

In  February  last,  12  male  and  21  female  Patients  were 
received  with  the  sanction  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

One  female  patient  was  admitted  with  a  fractured  rib. 
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Discharges. — Ninety-six  males  and  122  females,  total 
218,  were  discharged  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  29 
males  and  46  females,  total  75,  were  discharged  “  recovered,” 
being  at  the  rate  of  37-7  per  cent,  for  the  males  and  53-5  per 
cent,  for  the  females,  total  46  per  cent,  on  the  direct  admis¬ 
sions.  These  figures  compare  favourably  with  those  quoted  in 
the  last  Report  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  which  were 
were  as  follows  :  Males  30-84,  Females  37-41,  Total  34-31. 
These  are  stated  to  be  2-18  per  cent,  below  the  average  for  the 
10  years  from  1901  to  1910  inclusive.  Owing  to  the  Birming¬ 
ham  Extension  Scheme  62  males  and  65  females,  total  127, 
were  removed  in  November  last. 

Deaths. — Forty-six  males  and  27  females,  total  73,  have 
died  during  the  year,  being  at  the  rate  of  9-6  per  cent,  for  the 
males  and  4-69  per  cent,  for  the  females,  total  6-91  on  the  daily 
average  number  resident.

Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  60  out  of  the 
73  deaths,  a  percentage  of  82-2. 

Private  Patients. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
25  in  residence,  15  males  and  10  females,  an  increase  of  two. 

Two  criminal  patients  were  admitted  ;  one  was  dis¬ 
charged  on  the  expiration  of  his  sentence  and  being  still  insane 
an  order  of  detention  was  obtained.  There  remained  3  males 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Accidents. — Six  accidents  were  reported  to  your  Com¬ 
mittee  during  the  year — one  of  the  hip,  one  of  the  wrist,  one 
of  the  nose,  one  of  the  fibula,  one  fracture  dislocation  of  the 
elbow  (cause  unknown).  The  others  were  sustained  through

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falls  and  violence  from  fellow  patients.  The  most  serious 
was  in  the  case  of  a  male  patient,  who  when  out  walking  threw 
himself  in  front  of  a  passing  motor  car,  which  was  going  very 
slowly  at  the  time.  He  sustained  serious  injuries,  among  them 
being  fracture  of  the  scapula  and  collar  bone.  I  am  glad  to 
report  he  made  a  good  recovery,  though  he  nearly  collapsed 
from  shock. 

Two  operations  for  strangulated  Hernia  were  performed 
with  successful  results. 

Inquest. — One  Inquest  was  help  on  an  aged  patient. 
The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical 
evidence  and  exonerated  the  Staff  from  blame. 

Escapes. — Nine  attempts  at  escape  were  made.  All  the 
patients  were  re-captured.  The  longest  absence  of  any  one 
was  20  hours. 

Births. — Two  married  women  were  confined  of  female 
children.  The  mother  in  each  case  is  still  a  patient  here. 

• 

Health. — One  Nurse  and  one  female  patient  had  Typhoid 
Fever  ;  each  made  a  good  recovery.  The  cause  could  not  be 
ascertained.  Five  male  and  3  female  patients  had  Colitis. 
There  was  no  death  from  this  disease.  With  these  exceptions 
the  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good. 

Staff. — Mr.  J.  H.  Robinson,  3rd  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  resigned,  and  Dr.  Kerr  Simpson  was  appointed  in  his 
place.  Dr.  J.  H.  Thomson,  2nd  Assistant  Medical  Officer, 
left  in  February  to  take  up  private  practice.  Mr.  H.  R.  S. 
Walford,  who  was  at  the  Surrey  County  Asylum,  Brookwood, 
was  selected  out  of  many  applicants  by  your  Committee. 
There  have  been  many  changes  among  the  Staff.  Several  of 
the  Senior  Nurses  resigned  to  be  married. 

Mrs.  A.  S.  Dovey,  who  had  been  Night  Nurse  for  26  years, 
resigned,  and  was  granted  a  pension. 
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Edward  Long,  also  a  Night  Attendant  for  33J  years,  was 
granted  a  pension. 

James  Handy,  who  had  been  Cowman  for  38 \  years, 
was  granted  a  pension. 

To  Dr.  Fenton  and  my  other  medical  colleagues,  and  to 
the  heads  of  the  various  departments,  I  am  indebted  for  much 
help,  assistance  and  loyal  co-operation.

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The  Factory  Inspector  paid  his  usual  visit. 

A  Decoudun  ironing  machine  has  been  ordered  from 
Messrs.  Bradford’s.  This  will  supply  a  long  felt  want  in  the 
Laundry. 

The  Coal'  Strike  caused  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience, 
and  we  had  to  cut  off  fires  in  the  Wards  and  economise  in 
every  way.  I  must  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Manager 
of  the  firm  which  supplies  us  with  coal  for  his  help  during  this

Conditions  under  which  Private  Patients  are  admitted  into 

the  Asylum. 

I.  The  charge  for  Patients  coming  from,  or  having  a  settlement  in 
some  Union  in  the  County  or  City  of  Worcester,  is  15s.  a  week,  payable 
quarterly  in  advance. 

II.  The  charge  for  maintenance  covers  all  ordinary  expenses,  but 
in  cases  of  prolonged  bodily  disease  an  additional  weekly  charge  may  be 
made  to  cover  the  cost  of  special  medicines  and  stimulants. 

III.  In  the  event  of  the  death  or  discharge  of  any  Private  Patient 
before  the  maintenance  moneys,  paid  in  advance,  have  been  exhausted 
by  effluxion  of  time,  the  balance  will  be  refunded  to  the  person  who  made 
the  last  payment  in  respect  of  such  Patient. 

IV.  The  Patients  may  wear  their  own  clothes,  but  will  have  the 
same  accommodation  in  all  respects  as  the  other  Patients. 

V.  Application  for  the  admission  of  a  Patient  on  the  private  class 
must  be  made  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Medical  Officer  at  the  Asylum, 
who  will  supply  all  the  various  blank  forms  for  the  order  and  medical 
certificates. 

VI.  The  excess  charge  made  for  Private  Patients  beyond  the 
ordinary  pauper  weekly  rate  of  maintenance  is  carried  to  the  credit  of 
the  Repairs  Account.
